gion. After the evacuation of Barono- 
vitchi, following the Russians’ success 
of mid-November, the dispatch says, 
the Germans concentrat all their 
rear forces at Brest-Litovsk, where 
special buildings were constructed.

“The Germans,” says the dispatch, 
“assembled near Brest-Litovek more 
than 100,000 workmen, including nu- 
merous prisoners, who were employed 
especially on trenches. Women and 
children also were forced to aid. Be- 
cause of poor and insufficient food, the 
workers fell ill in great numbers. They 
then were sent to Bialystok. 

“The Germans are organizing the 
east bank of the Bug. with particular 
care, ‘constructing interminable lines 
of trenches, fortifications and block- 
houses with artillery of all calibers. At 
the same time they are energetically 
restoring the forts at Brest-Litovsk, re- 
building the fortress according to the 
plans of the German general staff, with 
the view of turning the stronghold 
against the Russians* when the latter 
assume the offensive.” ‘ 


ARTILLERY BUSY 
ON WEST FRONT. 


Paris, December A2.—Today’s official 
statement said: * 

“There is nothing to add to the pre- 
vious communication.“ 

Tonight's communication said: 

“In Belgium there was marked ac- 
tivity on the part of our trench guns, 
which at several points silenced the 
bomb-throwers of the enemy. 

“A British cargo boat having run 
aground this morning off the Belgian 
coast, three German hydro-aeroplanes 
attempted to sink her with bombs.

BY THE BRITISH. 


London, December 12.—The following 
British official communication from the 
army in France was issued tonight:

Politics Alleged in Demand for 
Recall of Boy-Ed and 
Von Papen. 


Berlin, December 12.—(Via London.) 
Count von Reventlow, in The Tages 
Zeitung, commenting’ on the recall of 
the German naval and military at- 
tach@s at Washington, declares he finds 
it impossible to bélieve that the re- 


quest they be recalled was not due to , 


political reasons. He knows of no case, 
he says, in which the recall of both mil- 
itary and naval attaches was demanded 
simultaneously. In addition, he com- 
ments, it the fact that the calls were 
demanded after a long campaign of 
the British press and of the American! 
press, which takes sides with the ene- 
mies of Germany.” 

Count von Reventlow guotes a Wash- 
ington dispaten referring to tne danger 


Austria and the United States, and says 
he does not know how highly Austria 


and is curious to learn what position it 
will take. He quotes, with approval, 
the remarks of The Lokal Anzeiger 
concerning the saving of lives of pas- 
sengers of the Ancona and declares that 
the United States demands that a sub- 
marine shall not fire when a ship flees 
after being challenged, but shall, 

respectful silence, let it flee.” a 

The Boersen Zeitung attacks the 
United States in a long articles in which 
itcompares that country to Maly and 
Great Britain filled with “holy ego- 
tism,” but says Italy is the only one 
courageous enough to take an open 
stand. The pursuit of wealth, is the 
highest aim in life in the United States, 
the paper declares, and everything else 
mustebe subordinated to it. : 

The Boersen Zeitung, alluding to 
President. Wilson’s policy, explains it 
as follows: 

“The presidential election, whioh 
takes place next year, casts its shadow 
before, Elections are very expensive, 
and parties must think in advance of 
assuring themselves of the assistance 
of persons and groups with large capi- 
tal.. These are today the traffickers in 
munitions, and their wishes must, there- 
fore, be consulted to the tag x- 
tent, even at the risk of offending the 
influential circle of German-American 
voters.“ 

Speaking of the recall of Captains 
Boy-Ed and Von Papen, The Cologne 
Gazette says: ‘ 

“The relations of governments are 
more important than consideration for 
individuals. Therefore, the sacrifice 
will be made to these relations of re- 
calling diplomatic persons with whom 
the other government believes A can- 
not work comfortably further in pend- 
ing affairs. The recall is, then, an act 
of international obligingness and noth- 
ing more.”

~ BURYING THE HATCHET. 
There is a remarkably applicable lesson

Tifton’s citizens have buried the hatchet 
of factionalism and come together in unity 
and harmony upon a platform which, with 
the backing of a new and enthusiastic ad- 
ministration, promises splendid results in 
the immediate and bigger development of 
that community, The story of Tifton’s new 
resolution and purpose is briefly told in 
the following press dispatch: 

Tifton, Ga., December 5.—The hatchet 
was buried and the last rites joyfully 
said over factionalism in Tifton at a get- 
together meeting held in the Tift county 
courthouse under the auspices of the 
Young Men’s Democratic-Progressive 
league. 

About 400 of the most prominent citi- 
zens of the city were in attendance, and 
leaders of both of the old factions 

ledged their loyal support to the admin- 

stration of the Young Men’s ticket elect- 
ed at Wednesday’s election. 

The young men will have charge of 
the city’s affairs for the next two years 
at least, and proposé to inaugurate their 
administration with the calling of a bond 
election to vote $100,000 in municipal 
bonds for the purpose of building a new 
high school building, city hall, increasing 
the fire department and also the water- 
works plant and séwerage. The instal- 
lation of a city electric plant, in con- 
nection with the waterworks, to furnish 
light for the city’s buildings, streets and 
a white way is also under consideration.

Her people and her officials must 
work in hearty accord and for the common 
good, instead of muddying the waters with 
cross purposes, thereby practically closing 
the door to the opportunity for that ad- 
vancement and that better and bigger build- 
ing which Atlanta so much needs. 

Tifton's plan provides for a substantial 
bond issue, for meeting present needs of 
public institutions. That bond issue will go 
through because her people have come to- 
gether in the community effort for municipal 
betterment and municipal growth. They 
have buried the hatchet of discord and have 
gone to work for Tifton.

which would revoke this order. 

At the*time.of the passage of the joint 
resolution by the Georgia general assembly 
the point was brought out that with the in- 
troduction of the use of automobiles in the 
rural free delivery service the routes had 
been so lengthened that it was a physical 
impossibility to cover such routes either by 
“automobile or horse-drawn vehicle in bad 
weather, and that as a result, the service has 
been atly demoraiized where the automo- 
bile experiment has been made. 


Vinseon’s Bill. 


Congressman Vinson’s bill rescinding the 
automobile delivery order is as follows: 


: A BILL 

“To, restore and promote the efficiency of 
the rural delivery mail service. Be it en- 
acted by the senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America 
in congress assembled, That all orders of the 
postmaster general, or the fourth assistant 
postmaster. general, which have gone into 
effect. since March fourth, nineteen hundred 
and fiftheen, affecting, altering. or revising 
the rural delivery service in the United States 
or dispensing with the service of any car- 
riers on such routes by reason of such 
8 are 3 repealed and rescinded, 
and the status of all such routes and carriers 
as existing on said fourth day of March, 
nineteen hundred and fifteen, is hereby re- 
stored, and it shall be the duty of the post- 
master general, or the fourth assistant post- 
master general, as the case may be, to make 
announcement accordingly, and give «force 
and effect to this enactment. All orders 
issued, but not yet put in effect, providing 
for changes, alteration, or revision of rura: 
routes, are hereby repealed and rescinded. 

“Sec, 2, That in all subsequent administra- 
tion of the laws governing the rural delivery 
service routes shall be equalized as nearly 
as possible at the standard length of twenty- 
four miles, except in cases whére it is nec- 
essary to make them longer in order to find 
a different road on which to return and 
avoid retracing, and except in cases where 
smaller territory requires services and can 
be served. without putting in a short route, 
but in grading the pay of the carriers the 
differential shall be a quarter of a mile in- 
stead of two miles.” 


Bill on “Hyphenates.” 


Congressman Vinson has also introduced 
several other bills and resolutions which will 
likely cause considerable country-wide dis- 
cussion. 

Prominent among these is a bill which, if 
enacted, will have an important béarin 
upon the so-called “hyphenated American 
question. 

This bill provides for the exclusion from 
readmission to the United States naturalized 
citizens who leave the United States to en- 
gage in war with a nation with which this 
country is at peace. 

This bill is as follows:

DR. LYONS TELLS KIND OF SERMON 


CHRIST WOULD 


PREACH IN ATLANTA 


The First Presbyterian church was crowd- 
ed with worshipers yesterday morning to hear 
Dr. Lyons’ sermon on “Christ in the Pulpit.” 

He described the usual synagogue: service 
and said he believed that when Jesus visited 
His home town of Nazareth He went quietly 
to this house of God with Mary, His mother, 
as He had done through all the years before. 
When called upon to read the scriptures He 
found ‘the passage in Isaiah where it was 
written: The spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because He hath anointed me to preach 
thé gospel to the poor set.” He then empha- 
sized the character of Christ’s preaching as 
being the use of the word of God as a search- 
ér of the heart, piercing even to the inner- 
most thoughts of the heart. He said: When 
the heart of a man is racked by God's spirit 
through the words, and his will is brought 
into obedience to the will of God, all other 
questions and problems of life and conduct 
are settled. 

“When a man’s heart is right with God 
he will conduct his business honorably, he 
Will vote conscientiously and all his social 


and civic duties will be performed as unto the 
Lord.“ 

Asking What kind of a sermon would 
Christ preach in Atlanta” he said “He would 
preach the same kind that He did in old 
Jerusalem, where there was political intrigue 
and civic corruption second to none of subse- 
quent times. The political agitator and re- 
former is a necessity, but the preacher of the 
gospel of Christ has a more important mis- 
sion; has a mightier sword, and can go deep- 
er into the ills of Hfe about him than any 
other leader of thought and life. 

“If this minister of the gospel will lay 
hate upon the source of his power, then fear- 
lessly turn that power loose in the spirit of 
‘Christ, it will be plain that he is a man of 
God, and the power of God will be manifest 
in the lives of those to whom he ministers.” 

Dr. Lyons is teaching a large class of men 
every Sunday morning at 9:45 o'clock. He 
is also starting a course of fourteen lectures 
on the life of Paul. The lectures are given 
each Wednesday evening at 8 o'clock. The 
subject next Wednesday will be Paul's In- 
heritancs, His Education and His Unconscious 
Preparation for His Work.”

Haden, F. J. Paxon and W. Woods White. 

Rey. Dr. L. H. King, pastor of the Pryor 
Street Colored Methodist church, presided 
over the meeting, and C. H. Cabias, secretary 
of the International Negro College Y. M. 
C. A., spoke in behalf of the local building. 

Rev. Dr. A. D. Williams, pastor of the 
Ebenezer Colored Baptist church, aided in 
securing subscriptions. 

The negroes gave $6,500, and at the close 
of the meeting twenty-five prominent white 
business men who occupied seats on the plat- 
form and who have pushed the negro Y. M.

Prominent Men to Discuss

Charleston, S. C., December 12—First 
exercises incident to the opening here 
tomorrow of the seventh annual on- 
vention of the Southern Commercial 
Congress began today with special 
services in many Charleston churches. 
The congress itself will take up tomor- 
row a five-day program, at which meth- 
ods will be outlined by a number of 


prominent men for upbuilding the ag-j 


ricultural, commercial and other re- 
sources of the south, and also will de- 
vote part of Tuesday to commemorating 
the fifty years of peace between the 
states of the union, and to the contrast 
today between peaceful America and 
warring Europe. 

Many delegates, as well as a number 
of officers and men of the six warships 
of the Atlantic fleet, now in port for 
the congress, attended today’s peace 
services. 

While a list of all the addresses to 
be delivered before the congress has 
not yet been made public, the general 
discussion will be along linea, devoted 
to four subjects, with special features 
under each four. Agriculture, munici- 
pal efficiency, colonization and foreign 
trade will be the main topics for dis- 
cussion with a number of cabinet offi- 
cers as speakers, including Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, Secretary of Labor 
Wilson, Assistant Secretary of War 
Breckenridge, the latter representing 
Secretary Garrison, who has declared 
he will be unable to attend. 

Some of the Speakers. 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of Flor- 
ida, presi t of the congress, and Dr. 
Clarence Owens, managing director, 
will make addresses. Othgr speakers 
on the program are Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia; W. P. G. Harding, 
of the federal reserve board; P. P. 
Claxton, federal commissioner of edu- 
cation; E. E. Pratt, chief of the fed- 
eral bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce; Surgeon General William O. 
Gorgas, U. S. A.; John Barrett, director 
general of the Pan-American union; 
Dr. Abbott Lawrence Lowell, president 
of Harvard; Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia university;

‘sion, are taken as indicative that, in 
order to build the railroad has dropped 
the idea of building a new line, as was 
Proposed under the denied charter for 
the North Georgia Mineral railroad, 
and now undertakes to achieve the 
Same end Ly an attempt to revive the 
rights of the old Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad; which the 
Louisville and Nashville some ‘years 
ago took over.

AGREED TO 
WAIT. 


By agreement, the attorneys for the 
North Georgia Mineral: railroad waited 
until the general assembly met, in the 
summer of 1915, to decide what action 
might be deemed expedient in this 
emergency, before they would insist 
that the secretary of state grant this 
charter, which, In view of the fact 
that all mandates of the law had been
